Secretary of State The- 
odore Dammann ruled today. 


This assurance, which was what 


the coalitionists sought, will make 
unnecessary any litigation in court 
unless the ruling is contested by in- 
terested parties. 


Damman replied promptly to a 


request made yesterday by James 
J. Kerwin, Milwaukee, chairman of 
the coalition committee, that he 
clarify the law. The elections' de- 
partment found legal precedent in 
an opinion by the attorney general 
in 1922 that cne candidate may run 
on two primary tickets. However, 
within the memory of election of- 
ficials, it has never before been 
done in this stale.

agreeing to imposition of a mini- 
mum wage of 40 cents an hour in 
all interstate industries at the end 
of seven years, except where such a 
wage would cause unemployment. 


The compromise, adopted 
with 


the approval of 12 of the 14 con- 
ferees, would provide for a mini- 
mum wage of 25 cents an hour. 
with no exceptions, for the 
first 


year. This would be advanced to 30 
cents the following year. 


After this boards appointed by a 


central administrator would be em- 
powered to examine conditions in. 
individual industries to determine 
the minimum wage to be paid by 
these industries. The boards, made 
up of representatives of the em- 
ployers, 
employes 
and 
public, 


would be charged with the duty of 
increasing the minimum to 40 cents 
an hour as rapidly as possible. 


At the end of seven years, all 


wages in interstate industry would 
go to the 40 cents an hour level, ex- 
cept where these boards found that 
such action would 
substantially 


curtail employment in the industry.

Pegler Says Big Lottery 


Guesses are Dream Stuff 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLEK 


New York—The recent distribution of easy money to a few Americans 


through the Irish sweepstakes revives the yearnings of many citizens for 
an official national lottery to be conducted for the benefit of the United 
States treasury and the relief of the taxpayers. Proposals have been made 
in congress to organize such a gamble, usually with a prediction that the 
€| government would receive a billion a year on the 


basis of a 40 per cent take. That would mean a gross 
business of $2,500,000.000 a year. 


These predictions are all dream stuff, however. 


They are made of hope and conjecture, and they ig- 
nore the known facts. 
It is a known fact that in 1935. in the eighteen 


American states which permitted and supervised rac- 
ing by running and harness horses and dogs, the total 
amount gambled was only S257.562.000. a little more 
than a quarter of a billion dollars. This excludes the 
racing in New York state and New Orleans, on which 
there were no data because of the absence of offi- 
cial supervision. The total return to the eighteen 
states vas only $8,976.000. 
Pegler 


This was open,'legal gambling, and the figures would seem to embar- 


rass the enormous estimates which the police and prosecutors place upon 
the penny-ante numbers racket. 


One reads of tnc millions handled by furtive, underworld creatures 


iuch as the late "Dutch" Schultz, of New York, and his political silent 


^partners, but, comparing the meth- 


od and the average amount of the 
bets with the horse park traffic, one 
is compelled to doubt. A "Dutch" 
Schultz with a flash roll of $10,000 
in currency may seem to be a mil- 
lionaire. But it is known that the 
numbers racket deals in bets of 
pennies, nickles, dimes and quarters 
and must operate more or less se- 
cretly. It is hard to believe that the 
numbers racket handles as much as 
the licensed race tracks, with their 
open facilities and publicity. 
$21,000,000 For Sweeps 
Isn't Really Important 


The British are great gamblers, 


but the Glasgow Herald, in a care- 
ful survey of the football 
pools, 


which roughly correspond to the 
numbers racket in this country, ex- 
cept that they are legal and widely 
advertised, found that the 
gross 


handle for a season 
of thirty-six 


weeks was not more than $200.000,- 
000. The football pools pretend 
to 


operate on a pan-mutuel system, 
but there is no assurance that they 
do, because the British law does not 
regulate them. Ostensibly they re- 
tain only 5 per cent as profit, but 
that is only what the operators say. 


The Irish sweep conducts three 


pools a year, and it is understood 
that this" country, Ireland's best cus- 
tomer since the British placed a le- 
gal boycott on the sweep, 
buys 


about 50 per cent of the tickets. It 
is hard to obtain true figures on the 
amount of the American trade, but 
in last year's Cesarewitch it was 
announced that the Americans had 
bought about $7,000.000 of an issue 
slightly less than $14.000,000. 


If this figure may be taken as an 


index we buy $7,000,000 worth of 
Irish sweep tickets three times a 
year, a total of $21.000,000, which 
looks very puny m 
comparison 


with the hundreds of 
millions 


wh'ch we are said to export to Ire- 
land. These hundreds of millions of 
dream money are cited as one of the 
strongest arguments in favor of an 
American national lottery. The idea 
is to keep the money at home. But 
if the amount is only $21.000.000 a 
year it is unimportant economical- 
ly. 
Countries With Lotteries 
Aren't Doinir So \Vcll 


Anyway, the real figure^, when- 


ever it is possible to dig them out, 
discourage the idea that this coun- 
try gambles in billions or would 
gamble in billions if we had a lot- 
tery. There is no law against wish- 
ing, but the statistics are against 
fulfilment. 


As to the morality of the sweep, 


there is little to be said in opposi- 
tion when many of the states per- 
mit open gambling on the races and 
take a percentage. 
But it can be 


pointed out, in addition to the ap- 
parent overestimate of the probable 
profits, that we have one of the few 
countries on earth which have no 
national lottery and that 
those 


countries which do have them are 
not conspicuously happy. In theory 
lotteries may be very tempting, but 
in practice the nations which use 
them soon find themselves no bet- 
ter off.

an Eau Claire rubber company, told 
Appleton Rotarians yeseterday that 
American business men are "gener- 
ally pretty stupid" as far as strategy 
goes, long ago should have policed 
certain business activities now regu- 
lated by the government, and con- 
tinually open themselves to effec- 
tive attacks by "political opportun- 
ists."

THE BUCKMAN SENTENCE 


The sentence meted out to the wreck- 


ers of the Buckman Company by Judge 
Schinz of Milwaukee is strikingly inade- 
quate. 


There are a great many different kinds 


of fraud. There is a long list of tempta- 
tions that have teen considered by the 
lawmakers in fixing punishment and that 
must be weighed again by courts in pre- 
scribing prison terms within the limits of 
those punishments. 


There are cases where men find them- 


selves in difficult situations, the bearers 
of great responsibilities and forget or blot 
out the law and their duty. The Buck- 
man case was not such an instance. 


There are cases where men find them- 


selves possessed of extensive funds en- 
trusted to them by confiding people and 
take over to their own use something 
that is not theirs, cither stone blind to 
the sure demands of tomorrow or willing 
to take a chance for the empty fun they 
think there is in it. The Buckman case 
does not answer this description. 


Here some men deliberately planned 


to bear an honest face toward the public 
and the law and scuttle that law and rob 
that public as wantonly as any pirate 
on the Spanish Main ever masked his can- 
non while he drew close to the unsuspect- 
ing with friendly words and gestures. 


The pink slip in Mr. Buckman's hand- 


writing apparently addressed to an asso- 
ciate who was attempting to effect an 
unlawful stock deal puts the history of 
the concern and its purposes in their ob- 
viously true colors when it said: 


"Stress inability of Wisconsin Pub- 


lic Service Commission to prosecute 
offenders. 
Ask for record. 
It will 


show a few offenders fined $50 to 
$100. No jail sentences." 
The Buckman 
fraud 
was leisurely 


planned and heartlessly executed over a 
period of years. The law was sneered at 
as impotent It was assumed the people had 
no protectors. With 
a rude boldness 


and bravado the influence of this firm 
entered the capital of the people and laid 
its slimy hand upon the Secretary of the 
Public Service Commission, one Dinneen, 
who had felt slimy hands before and liked 
their touch. 
They had dropped some- 


thing upon his desk besides slime. 


Besides all this the Buckman firm 


carried on a reprehensible campaign in 
that it aimed its guns at the aged and 
the widows, at those particular people in 
every community who have an excess of 
trustfulness in others, and while they 
confided in its false statements it liter- 
ally picked their pockets. 


A few months in prison, or even a few 


years, as punishment for this long drawn 
out and miserable fraud still reveals a 
debility In our penal laws and their ex- 
ecution. It shows, too, that the state- 
ment on the pink slip, though somewhat 
exaggerated because Mr. Buckman had to 
enlarge even to his associates, was not so 
far wrong.

IF THE CZECHS I1AD A MELTING POT 


Czechoslovakia faces the dilemma of 


dealing with several races. It is a hard 
problem and bound to bring to the surface 
those flaming bits of intolerance that even 
the waters of the centuries have been un- 
able to quench. 


Czechoslovakia has not been a melting 


pot. Melting pots are not to be found in 
Europe. And their absence accounts for 
the continued existence of racial prob- 
lems along nearly every border. 


What a country America would be to- 


day if the Germans had filled several 
states, the Scandinavians several others, 
the British still others, and so on through 
our list, with half a dozen languages, as 
many standards of national life and the 
numerous conflicts that pro bound to de- 
velop. 


What right have a people to go into 


another land and stay there through the 
centuries and yet maintain their own na- 
tionality, customs, language and ambi- 
tions? Probably the answer is that they 
have none. But in Europe, so often have 
the boundaries changed, it would take a 
superior being to discover what people 
had a right to what states. 


Prague, the capitol of old Bohemia, 


has witnessed many things that were bet- 
ter forgotten and yet, somehow, cannot be 
erased from men's minds, so long as the 
melting pot is unused. Over three centur- 
ies ago the Austiian empire sealed the 
doom of Bohemia and its decrees were en- 
forced with a vengeance that was ex- 
pected to wipe out forever any demands 
for independence. 


The scaffold, the block, the headsman, 


with sword uplifted, the rolling drums, 
the fierce guards, the wan look in specta- 
tors' eyes—all these have been driven 
into Bohemian history in colors that no 
acid has ever been able to remove. 


As the Bohemian leader mounted that 


scaffold which many 
others were 
to 


mount, he made no effort to speak. His 
tongue had already been cut out and 
nailed upon the very scaffold he was to 
climb. 
But history says that his eyes 


spoke faith and hope and courage to his 
people, and defiance to those who had 
subjugated them. 


And so to Czechoslovakia came genu- 


ine freedom after 300 years under the 
rule of others, and it is to be supposed 
that the Czechs appreciate the breathing 
spell and understand what a thin curtain 
conceals the civilization of today from 
those pictures of the long ago written deep 
into the brains of even the children of 
this generation. 


The bodies of Slik, Cernin, Jessenius 


and others were tumbled into rude wag- 
ons after those prolonged executions in 
1621 and carted away to be mixed with 
other clay but who will deny that their 
spirits have hovered over their descen- 
dants through all the trials and darkness- 
es of the many intervening generations? 


What Czechoslovakia needs most of 


all today is a melting pot. Nothing could 
symbolize peace, certainly not the cooing 
dove, as does the melting pot. It removes 
the dross. It destroys the prejudices. It1 


burns out the antipathies. And from it 
flows only the better quality of metal.

A memo like this might be writ- 


ten, 'to graduating senior?: "You 
should have 
been graduated last 


year. You're lucky if you've been 
going to school in the west." 


"Last year we had more oppor- 


tunities than we had boys." Dean 
Millis said yesterday in his office. 
This year we have more boys than 
opportunities. Only about 55 or 60 
per cent of the fellows are assured 
employment right now." 


Paper Mill Demand Down 


The paper mill industry, lifeblood 


of the Fox river valley and one of 
the state's most important, is hir- 
ing from one-third to one-half as 
many college men this year as it 
did last, the dean stated 


"Perhaps our greatest decrease
